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Early Start On 
Tax Info 


. Saves Nerves 


Ever have to hunt for a 
misplaced wallet or purse just 
before leaving the house? It 
has to be one of life’s most 
frustrating experiences. Sim- 
ilarly, the last minute search 
for records needed to fill out 
tax forms can be just as 
frustrating -- particularly 
when the search begins on the 
evening of April 15th. For 
example, a taxpayer who 
hasn’t had the time to gather 
together records of all char- 
itable contributions or med- 
ical expenses could be over- 
looking items, making e1rors 
in haste, and short-changing 
himself or herself at taxtime. 


That’s why the Internal. 


Revenue Service urged tax- 
payers to gather their tax 
records now, so they will be 
ready to fill out their returns 
when their tax package arrives 
in the mail around the first 
of the year and have all sub- 
stantiating records on hand. 
Of course, there’s always been 
an added advantage to getting 
an early start on taxes. Per- 
sons who file their returns 
in January can expect their 
refunds in four to five weeks, 
while taxpayers who file later 
can experience refund waits 
of as long as eight weeks. 

Getting an early starf makes 
good sense whether a tax- 
payer files the Form 1040 or 
the short form 1040A. 

With respect to the choice 
of forms, this year the IRS 
will send Form 1040A pack- 
ages to some 15 million Am- 
ericans who filed on Form 1040 
last year because these tax- 
payers could have used the 
short form. 

This year it will probably 
be to the advantage of many 
former 1040 taxpayers to use 
the Form 1040A because the 
standard deduction has been 
increased -- one of a number 
of tax breaks provided for by 
the Tax Reuction Act of 1975. 

The new law increases 
the maximum standard de- 
duction to 16 percent of gross 
income; up to a maximum of 
$2,600 for taxpayers filing 
a joint return ($1,300 for mar- 
ried persons filing separately) 
and to $2,300 for single per- 
sons. So it just may pay to 
claim the standard deduction 
on Form 1040A. 

But how can a taxpayer 
be sure? Round up all records 
--receipted doctor and hos- 
pital bills, cancelled checks 
for charitable contributions 
and for other deductible ex- 
penses--to verify that all de- 
ductions have been accounted 
for

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At Odds With The Law 


The editorial below ap- 
peared in THE MONTGOMERY 
ADVERTISER on Monday of 
this week. It says what this 
newspaper has been saying 
for years - and says it in 
better words. It is obvious 
that the present law is not being 
enforced to the same degree 
everywhere, and epparently 
must be changed (or a penalty 


imposed for not enforcing). A 
local student of the law and 
enforcement informed us that 
there are changes in this law 
in the plans presented by Chief 
Justice Heflin. We hope there 
are provisions for uniform 
enforcement included. 
Locally, Judge Stokes auto- 
matically reduces the first 
DWI charge. That is in City 


FOR SOME TIME now we've 
been commenting on the drunk 
driver problem, and the in- 
adequate enforcement of laws con- 
cerning same. 

The most serious matter in this 
regard has been that of judges who 
reduce drunk driver charges to the 
lesser offense of reckless driving. 

According to Attorney General 
decisions, and even the Alabama 
Code, this is not legal. Yet judges 
do it all the time and will most like- 
ly continue to unless something is 
done about the inequity of the law. _inbibing one 

Almost as a daily diet, we see re- SO. 
ports of drivers apprehended for 
driving while intoxicated. 

The average sentence for DWI is 
a $100 to $200 fine and the revoca- 
tion of the offender's driver's li- 
cense. 

The fine is variable, the loss of li- 
cense is not. According to Ala- 
bama Code, a person convicted 0! 
DWI must forfeit his license for « 
minimum of six months 2 

There's no leeway, no exception. 
That's the law 

As to the remainder of the pun- 
ishment, thats another story. 

First, if you're hauled into City 
Court, the most the judge can give 
you is a $200 fine and six months in 
the cooler. The judge can use his 
discretion downward, but the 
maximum is set at $200 and six 
fhonths in jail 

In County Court, the drunk driv- 
er can be given fines up to 31,000 
and a year in jail, or both. 

In both city and county, how- 
ever, the six-month revocation 1s 
set.

Q. My mother was very ill 
recently, and the doctor had to 
come to the house to treat her. 
Will her Medicare pay for his 
visit, or does it only cover 
office visits to the doctor? 

A. Medicare’s medical in- 
surance helps pay for covered 
services your mother receives 
from her doctor no matter 
where she receives them—in 
her home, in his office, in a 
hospital or skilled nursing 
facility, or in any other locatron 
in the U.S. Your Medicare 
Handbook explains what doc- 
tors’ services are covered, and 
how medical insurance helps 
pay for them. If your mother 
doesn’t have a copy of the 
handbook, she can get one at 
any social security office. 

Q. Iam going to apply for 
supplemental security in- 
come. My son, who is 16, is 
blind. Would he be eligible 
for payments, too? 

A. He may be. Supplemen- 
tal security income payments 
can be made to a blind or 
disabled child, or to someone 
on a child’s behalf. The 
child should apply for pay- 
ments, or if he is unable to 
do so, you should apply in 
his behalf. 


Q. I’ve just sold my house 
and will be moving into an 
apartment on the first of next 
month. Should | notify social 
security now, or wait until I'm 
living at my new address? 

A. You should notify social 
security now. Prompt notice 
helps assure delivery of your 
check- to your new address 
without delay or interruption. 
You can report your move on 
the change-of-address form 
which is printed on the back of 
the envelope your check is 
delivered in. Be sure to give 
both your old and new ad- 
dress—including ZIP codes— 
and the social security claim 
number which appears on your 
social security check. 


Q. My neighber is 71 and 
the only income she has is 
rent from a small apartment 
in her house. Could she 
qualify for supplemental 
security income? 

A. She may be eligible if 
she has limited resources 
and her income is small. 
She can get information 
about applying for supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments by calling or writing 
any social security office. 


Q. My husband and I sep- 
arated about 8 months ago. 
He's going to apply for sup- 
plemental security income 
payments. Can I get pay- 
ments as his wife? He's 68 
and I'm 66. 


A. Under the supplemen- 
tal security income law, 
couples separated for 6 
months or more are consid- 


ered to be individuals, You 
cannot get supplemental 
security income payments 
as a wife, but you may be 
eligible for payments as an 
individual. Call or write any 
social security office for 
more information. 

Q. Both my husband and | 
work full time. And because 
we also have two young 
children, I'd like to know 
more about social security 
protection for my family. Is 
there a booklet I can get? 
social 


A. Yes. Call any 
security office and ask for a 
free copy of the booklet, 
“Social Security Informa- 


tion for Young Families.” It 
explains the social security 
and Medicare protection 
you are earning for your 
fumily. 


Q. My mother recently 
died at 69 after a long ill- 
ness. If I pay our family 
doctor, who was treating 
her, can I apply for the 
Medicare medical insurance 


payment? 
A. When someone who 
has Medicare dies, special 


rules apply to the medical 
insurance payment, If your 
doctor accepts assignment, 
Medicare will pay him. If he 
won't accept assignment, the 
payment can be made to 
whoever pays the bill. You 
will need to file two forms 
and proof of payment. The 
forms are Request for Medi- 
care Payment and Statement 
Regarding Medicare Pay- 
ment for Medical Services 
to Deceased Patient.

President Ford has indi- 
cated he will veto the so- 
called ‘‘Common-situs Pick- 
eting Bill’’ and that he will 
sign the ‘‘Energy Bill.” I 
enthusiastically agree with his 
veto of common-situs, but I 
do now know what he hopes 
to accomplish by signing the 
energy bill. 

First, a look at common- 
situs. Irresponsible and dan- 
gerous are two of the best 
words I know of to describe 
this measure. It would have 
overturned a 1951 U. S. Su- 
preme Court ruling and wouid 
have allowed a _ handful of 
craftsmen or a Telatively 
small union to pi¢ket and close 
down an entire construction or 
plant site even though their 
grievance might only be with’ 
a small subcontractor. 

Hardest hit by this bill 
would have been the small 
contractors and others en- 
gaged in building construct- 
ion. In addition to disrupting 
construction schedules, this 
bill would have caused 
consumers to pay more for 
their finally finished homes 
or offices and the taxpayers 
would also be stuck with the 
bill for the higher cost of 
public projects struck under 
the common-situs provision. 

This legislation was not

supported by the rank and file 
workers who realized the dan- 
gerous implications ofthe bill. 
After all, if they are happy 
with their job and the repre- 
sentation of their union, why 
should they be forced to strike 
to support another group who 
might be making exorbitant 
demands? The satisfied work- 
ers could only lose -- time 
and money at least -- and 
would gain nothing. 

Thus, I am very pleased 
that the President will veto 
this bill and I am almost cer- 
tain there are more than en- 
ough votes to sustain this 
veto. As a matter of fact, the 
measure only passed 229 to 
189 in the House and 54 to 
43 in the Senate. 

As to the energy bill which 
the President says he will 
sign. Its fatal flaw, in my 
opinion, is that it will not 
help this country produce one 
more drop of oil. What it 
does do, however, is roll back 
oil prices which should en- 
courage consumption, dis- 
courage domestic production 
and increase reliafice on ex- 
pensive foreign oil. This is 
in direct opposition to the 
President’s earlier approach 
to solving the energy problem.

SHOTGUN SHELLS AND WOOLY WORMS 


My grandfather, who was 
called ‘‘Pappaw’’ by his 25 
grandchildren, was a man of 
many interests who seemed to 
know just about everything. 
He worked on clocks and wat- 
ches as a hobby, a talent he 
passed on to my father. One 
of the memories I have of 
visiting Pappaw and Mammaw 
is the ticking of several clocks 
he owned or was repairing. 
The ticking of the time pieces 
had a soothing effect much like 
a gentle rainfall on a tin roof, 
and sleep came easily when 
we were tucked in a warm bed 
piled high with homemade 
quilts. 

Pdppaw’s garden was the 
envy of his neighborhood. He. 
planned his crops carefully, 
and the garden occupied, his 
thoughts and energies almost 
year-round. After the har- 
vest, the plot was plowed and 
left that way so the winter 
snows could mellow the soil. 
In the winter Pappaw studied 
seed catalogs to learn of new 
varieties of plants he wanted 
to grow. He produced much 
of his own seed but he was 
also eager to attempt new 

ones. As soon as spring ar- 
rived, the garden was plowed 
again. The soil was further 
broken by a disc or a ‘‘drag’’ 
and ‘“‘laid off’, which meant 
that rows were made in the 
garden. zs 

Pappaw planted the garden 
at different times to assure 
fresh vegetables throughout 
the growing season. For Pap- 
paw this lasted until frost, 
when ‘he began all over again. 

_ When he was not busy in 
his garden, Pappaw worked 
around the house. There were 
always small jobs to be done 
like putting wall paper on a 
room or two, or painting the 
porches. At other times he 
repaired a clock or watch. 

As a youngster, I helped 
Pappaw with his odd jobs, but 
the task I enjoyed most was 
working with him in the small 
building at the rear of the 
house which served as a work- 
shop and storage shed. 

The building contained 
dozens of small jars which 
held assortments of nuts, 
bolts, washers, nails, and 
screws. Pappaw’s tools were 
neatly placed on the shelves 
and wails and whenever he 
used them they were cleaned 
and returned to their place.

Floor colors that run to- 
gether or fade do so because 
the wrong wax has been used. 
To correct this, use only self- 
polishing wax on asphalt tile 
floors 

Sticky floors are the result 
of poor rinsing after mopping, 
the use of too much wax or an 
oil mop. To prevent this con- 
dition, put wax on thinly and 
polish thoroughly. And don’t 
use an oil mop. 

To prevent slippery floors, 
put wax on thinly. Polish them 
well and wipe up any spills. 

Floors yesuow or discolor 
when old wax isn’t removed 
before new wax is applied. To 
remove old wax, mix 1 1/2 
cups of dishwashing detergent, 
1/3 cup of household ammonia 
and one gallon of warm water.

Buying Or 
Selling Game 
Birds Is Illegal 


Conservation Commission- 
er Claude D. Kelley issued a 
warning to persons who are 
buying or selling game birds 
‘or animals within Alabama that 
such a practice is illegal. 

Kelley noted that Alabama 
law is very specific in the 
matter of buying or selling 
game animals. He “pointed out 


that Title 8, Section 88 of 
the 1940 Code of Alabama 
reads: “Any person, firm or 


corporation who or that which 
sells, offers or exposes for 
Sale, buys, purchases, barters 
or exchanges anything of value 
of any game bird or game 
animal, or any partthereof, at 
any time, shall be guilty of a 
_M™Misdemeanor and upon con- 
S viction shall be punished by a 


fine of not less than $25 nor 
more than $50 for each of- 
fense 

Kelley said, however, that 


there are two exceptions under

weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THREREFORE, I, 
George C. Wallace, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 13th day of January, 1976, 
an election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by 
law upon the following pro- 

sed amendment to the Con- 
titution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The State of Alabama is 
authorized to become indebted 
and to sell and issue inter- 
est bearing bonds, in addition 
to all other bonds of the state, 
in an aggregate principal a- 
mount not exceeding $15,000, - 
000. Of the proceeds derived 
from the sale of said bonds, 
$7,000,000 shall be used solely 
for the purpose of paying the 
expenses incurred in the sale 
and issuance thereof and for 
the acquisition, construction, 
equipment and improvement of 
mental health facilities, in- 
cluding security medical faci- 
lities for persons requiring 
security during treatment. The 
improvement ofa facility shall 
be deemed to include the reno- , 
vation, modernization, remod- 
eling, and equipment of exist- 
ing facilities and the construc- 
tion of additions thereto: and 
the construction of a facility 
Shall be deemed to include 
the acquisition of sites and 
equipment therefor, Proceeds 
in the amount of $2,000,000 
derived from the sale of bonds 
provided for herein shall be 
used solely for the purpose of 
paying the expenses incurred 
in the sale and issuance there- 
of and for the acquisition, con- 
struction, equipment and im- 
provement ofa seed technology 
center at Auburn University 
and a foundation seed pro- 
cessing facility at Headland, 
Alabama. Of the proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of said 
bonds $6,000,000 shall be used 
for the purpose of paying the 
interest incurred in the sale 
and issuance of said bonds 
and for acquisition, construc- 
tion and equipment of capital 
improvements, including, 
without limitation a facility 
or facilities for the housing, 
training, education and re- 
habilitation 7 prisoners. 

“Said bonds shall be sold 
only at a duly advertised pub- 
lic sale or sales, upon seal- 
ed bids or at auction, to the 
bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest total net interest cost 

to the state for the bonds of- 
fered for sale and shall be 
sold at not less that their 
fact value plus accrued in- 
terest thereon. Said bonds 
Shall be direct general ob- 
ligations of the state, and for 
the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal thereof 
and the interest thereon the 
full faith and credit of the 
state are hereby irrevocably 
ipledged. The bonds issued 
under this amendment and the 
income therefrom shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation in the 
state, The législature shall ad- 
opt appropriate enabling leg- 
islation to carry out the in- 
tent and purpose of this 
amendment.”

of court and the fees, com 
missions, allowances, and 
Salaries of any officer in 
Blount County, may become 
effective without any other 
election having been held 
thereon. In the event this 
amendment is approved and a 
majority of the qualified el- 
ectors of said county who vote 
thereon vote against its ap- 
proval, then such act or acts 
Shall have no further force or 
effect.’’

BEEF CATTLE 

Prices aren’t always going 
to be low for beef cattle pro- 
ducers. Some of the folks I 
talk to indicate that things may 
get considerably better by the 
fall of ‘76. When we do get 
an upturn, it may last for sev- 
eral years: I certainly want 
Coffee County beef cattle pro- 
ducers to be in a position to 
take the maximum advantage of 
the better prices. One way to 
do this is to plan now to re- 
fertilize pastures in ‘76. 

Some of our beef specialists 
at Auburn point out that our 
producers in Coffee County 
grow calves for market. They 
indicate that we must adjust 
to produce heavier weight cat- 
tle. At the present-time, we 
do not have a good market for 
light calves. We need a more 
flexible industry. In other 
words, we don’t need to get 
tied into an exclusive light- 
weight calf situation because 
we will get hurt again as we 
have been hurt in the past two 
or three years. Producers will 
need to get into a position where 
they can carry calves where 
they are ready for dry-lot feed- 
ing or slaughter. I think we will 
see more of this in Coffee 
County. 


SHORTCOURSES 

Coffee County leads the 
state in the number of short- 
courses for farm people and 
other citizens of the county. 
We are not trying to outdo 
other counties; we simply want 
to help provide the latest re- 
search information for Coffee 
County farmers and to others. 
Meetings and shortcourses are 
excellent ways to bridge the 
gap between research findings 
and use by the people. 

Beginning the night of Jan- 
uary 6, we are having a one- 
night peanut shortcourse at 
7:00 at the Farm Center. Then 
on Thursday morning, January 
8, at 9:00 we are having a 
irrigation meeting. I hope that 
ail those folks who have a 
special interest in irrigation 
will attend. Then on Thursday 
night, January 8, Dr. John 
Henderson, our Soybean Spe- 
cialist, will discuss soybean 
production in the county. These 
are three opportunities in a 
48-hour period to pick up the 
latest research information on 
peanut, irrigation and soybean 
information. 

On January 13 and 15, we 
have a futures trading short- 
course arranged. This will also 
be at the Farm Center beginn- 
ing. at 7:00 p.m. each night. 
Specialist from Auburn will 
conduct this meeting. 

You don’t have to bea farm- 
er to participate in any of 
these meetings. If you have an 
interest, come and meet with 
us. If you need further inform- 
ation, call us at 894-5596 


FENCES 
All is not beautiful in Cof 
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fee County. I am thinking of 
the hundreds and hundreds of 
fence rows that have grown up 
in bushes and weeds the past 
several years. It is just about 
unpossible to have an attract- 
ive fence for over a year or 
two if bushes take it over 
Horace Sessivns of the Mt. 
Gilead community reminded 
me of this the other day as we 
drove to a peanut meeting in 
Dothan. This is not a Coffee 
County problem. It is a prob- 
lem all over the southeast. 

Fortunately, there are 
materials available now that 
can be put out prior to build- 
ing a fence or after a fence 
is built to control this pest. 
In most cases an annual ap- 
plication is needed. We hopeto 
be able to conduct a demon- 
Stration this year on a well-. 
traveled road to demonstrate 
the desirability of control. 


BROILER LITTER 

A recent publication I re- 
ceived discussed the value of 
poultry: manure as a fertilizer. 
There is more interest in 
broiler manure as we have 
grown in the broiler industry 
and also as fertilize prices 
have increased. Charles Tho- 
mas, one of the Poultry Spe- 
cialist at Auburn, in conjun- 
ction with others at Georgia 
have done quite a bit of re- 
search on broiler manure. 
Broiler with litter with 25 
percent mositure, which ap- 
pears to.be average, will con- 
tain the following nutrients: 
nitrogen - 2.0%; phosphorus - 
1.6%; and potash - .8%. With 
current prices of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash, this 
gives a current value of about 
$17 per ton. 

We have several individuals 
in Coffee County who provide 
and spread broiler manure. In- 
cidentally, most broiler man- 
ure should be applied to the 
soil and plowed under immed- 
iately to preserve nutrients. 
If left on top of the soil, quite 
a bit of nitrogen can be lost 
The fall of the year is pro- 
bably the best time of year to 
apply manure containing litter 
to row crop land. Crops like 
Coastal Bermuda can use sev- 
eral tons per acre. Corn can 
utilize 5 to 10 tons per acre 
Vegetable crops, including to- 
matoes, can take 8 to 10 tons 
per acre.

The year 1976 
will be a period of transition 
in the peanut program

Safe Tire Law 
To Be Enforced 


“Alabama State Troopers 
will begin enforcing the new 
safe tire law January 1, 1976, 
(today) when it goes into ef- 
fect,’’ said Colonel E. C. 
Dothard, Department of Pub- 
lic Safety Director. 

The law makes it illegalto 
operate any motor vehicle on 
the streets and roads of this 
state with tires having atread 
depth of less than 2/32 of an 
inch. It also prohibits the 
use of unsafe tires; those hav- 
ing exposed cord, bulges, sep- 
arations, and cracks or cuts in 
excess of one inch in length 
and deep enough to expose the 
body cord. 

Prohibited by this law are 
tires marked ‘‘not for highway 
use,’’ ‘‘for racing purposes 
only,’’ or words of similar 
import on vehicles using pub- 
lic roads. 

The law also prohibits the 
sale of unsafe tires for use on 
the public highways. 

‘‘Motor vehicle tires are, 
essentially, part of the safety 
equipment needed in operating 
a motor vehicle,’’ Colonel 
Dothard said. ‘‘Whena vehicle 
is operated onthe highway with 
unsafe tires, it poses a threat 
to all those who come in con- 
tact with it.’’

Voter Turnout In 


Election To 


The voters of Alabama will 
at least have a chance to goto 
the polls next Tuesday to vote 
on 17 constitutional amend- 
ments. Judging from the com- 
plete lack of interest locally, 
it is highly probably Coffee 
County folks will seta new low 
on voter turnout. One local 
student of politics predicted 
this week a 10% voter turnout! 
This was based partly on the 
fact that many folks don’t even 
realize there is an election 
scheduled. 

Only three of the amend- 
ments deal with the state at 
large; the others are per- 
taining to single counties. 
Alabama’s outdated constitu- 
tion requires that most gov- 
ernment changes (those that 
vary from the constitution) be 
voted on statewide even if they 
only affect one office in one 
county. Many voters simply 
don’t vote on these at all or 
vote against them if they don’t 
allow final veto by the county 
affected. 


***NUMBER ONE - autho- 
rizes the state to issue up to 
$15 million in bonds for the 
construction of mental health 
facilities, including a 200-bed 
facility for the criminally in- 
sane. It also includes $2 
million for the construction 
of a seed fechnology center at 
Auburn University and a foun- 
dation seed processing faci- 
lity at Headland, plus $6 mil- 
lion for construction and capi- 
tal improvements of housing, 
training and rehabilitation of 
prisoners. 

***NUMBER TWO ~ asks state 
voters to approve $3 million 
in state bonds for the con- 
struction of a motor sports 
hall of fame at Talladega. The 
bonds are tobe repaid with ad- 
mission charges to the faci- 
lity. 


***NUMBER THREE - asks 
for a $2 million bond issue to 
construct an aviation museum 
between Ft. Rucker and Ozark. 


*** AMENDMENT FOUR 
spells out legal requirements 
for laws passed by cities, 
counties and other govern- 
mental divisions with regard 
to publishing such laws and 
changes in local newspapers. 
It applies statewide 


*** AMENDMENT FIVE,’ also 
of statewide application, sta- 
tes that no county shall become 
indebted in an amount greater 
than five percent of the as- 
sessed ,value of the property 
in the county. 


*** AMENDMENT SIX is a lo-

.County and provides for county 
elected officials to be placed 
on a salary rather than a fee 
system.

lect a special property tax for 
education, provided the matter 
is first submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors in the 
city and approved by a maj- 
ority.

Elba Mayor 


Appeals For 
‘Federal Help 


The City of Elba will be 
forced into a turnaround pos- 
ition on local services, local 
taxes and local progress 
unless individual citizens help 
persuade Congress to reenact 
the General Revenue Sharing 
program early in 1976, Mayor 
Sam Sawyer warned in a news 
release this week. 

“In the past four years, 
General Revenue Sharing has 
proven to be a true grass 
roots program by providing 
a part of the federal govern- 
ment’s tax funds for use where 
they are needed most at the 
local level,"’ Mayor Sawyer 
said. ‘‘However, the original 
program expires in December 
of 1976 .and an allout grass 
roots effort will be required 
to induce Congress to contin- 
ue it.”’ 

In a message to the City 
Council, Sawyer reported that 
Elba has received $266,367.00 
in General Revenue Sharing 
entitlements since 1972. These 
funds have been used for the 
following purposes: Transport 
equipment, recreation equip- 
ment, public safety, environ- 
mental protection, adminis- 
tration, paving streets, educa- 
tion and new fire truck. 

“T ask you to consider 
how we would have been able 
to finance these programs and 
services if we had not had 
General Revenue Sharing 
during the past four years,”’ 
Mayor Sawyer told the Coun- 
cil. ‘‘Further, I ask you to 
ccnsider what must be done 
to continue our operation after 
next December if Congress 
fails to reenact General Rey- 
enue Sharing. The only alter- 
native is reduced local ser- 
vices or increased local taxes, 
or both.”’ 

He called on Council mem- 
bers to join him in acquaint- 
ing the citizens of Elba with 
what General Revenue Sharing 
has meant to them personally, 
and to urge citizens to write 
their congressman and U.S. 
senators urging speedy re- 
enactment of the program. 

‘We in Alabama were most 
fortunate to have the strong 
support of Congressman Dick- 
inson and of Senators John 
Sparkman and Jim Allen for 
enactment of the original pro- 
gram inl972,’’ the mayor said. 
“I hope that each of our citi- 
zens will write them to per- 
sonally express our apprecia- 
tion and to ask their support 
for continuing General Rey- 
enue Sharing in its present 
form.”’ 
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City Council Plans Additional Sales Tax 


All members of the Elba 
City Council present at the 
meeting Tuesday night ex- 
pressed favorable opinions on 
enacting an additional one cent 
Sales tax immediately. Absent 
during this discussion was 
Councilman Charles Ellis who 
had left to attend another 
meeting. 

Mayor Sawyer and the 
councilmen present instructed 
the City Clerk to be prepared 
at the next meeting with a 
prepared city ordinance, to 
be passed by the councilmen 
and put into effect as soon 
as possible.

Councilman Wayland Sharp- 
less said that in conversations 
he had had with people it 
seemed they didn’t want the 
police department to lose 


any of its efficiency even it 
it meant more taxes. This 
started the discussion on the 
additional tax and the idea 
of cutting the police force was 


not discussed any more. 


Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
stated that he had been against 
the idea of additional tax for 
months but after studying the 
matter for several months was 
now in favor of the l¢ sales 
tax plus an additional l¢ tax 
on cigarettes for the recrea- 
tion program. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
said he was very much op- 
posed to any cuts in the ser- 
vices now offered and felt the 
additional tax was long over- 
due. 

Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man also acknowledged that 
additional! money had to be 


gotten and’that apparently this 


is the best way.
